PASCAL, 
Religious Persecution, 

Among those giant evils which will assuredly 
result from a ‘Tory domination, one of the most 
insufferable will be, an increased religious perse- 
cution.

There are now bigots in oflice, who trample upon 
the rights of conscience, with as little remorse as 
they tread upon a worm. If it were necessary, 
we could specify houses of industry supported by 
Dissenting as well as Church going rate-payers, 
where poor and unprotected females, members of 
churches, are treated with coarse and brutal vio« 
lence, solely on account of their determination to 
adhere to dissenting principles, and to frequent 
dissenting chapels. We could mention schools 
for the poor, supported by the liberal Dissenter as 
well as by the liberal churchinen, where the mas- 
ters are compelled either to act in brave and hon.
